Despite the fact that sanitary condi-

tions througout the state have been Im-
proved a great deal during--, the lastyear, yet there still exists in some of
the cities an Inadequate and Impure
water supply and In many of the smal-
ler tewni the open privy nuisance.

Both of these conditions are con-
ducive to typhoid fever. As one of the
prominent doctors of the state has
aatd: "Typhoid fever la a eynonym forIgnorance, indifference, carelessness.Insufficiency, Insinuation and overc-
rowding-."

It has been proven beyond doubt thatby far our greatest source of typhoid
Infection Is the water-born- e (that Is,
nrmi from thu atamm f a im.i..ij
patient are emptied Into "a stream
wnicn in iaier usea ior arinKlng water)
and the open privy from whence files
transmit germs.

Tet because It Is Impossible to Im-
mediately abate all these nuisances,
the State Health department la not go-
ing to run the risk of having a typhoid
epidemic this summer. Already plans
have been made to vaccinate, free ofcharge, all persons desiring to takethis step at prevention.

At the Health office In the StateCapitol building there Is now on hand
20,000 doses of the typhoid vacclno,
and more will bo obtained when thissupply Is exhausted. Last year 40,000persons wore Immunized by tho stateand this alone materially reduced the
death rate from typhoid.

The campaign against this disease
will be officially begun May 1G andwill Include two plans of distribution.
The Vaccine will 1 sent to any doc-
tor In the state upon application totho Statn TTpnltfi nanm......, im.
